SKILL OF THE ANCIENT EGYP- 
TIANS. 

Lost Arts.—-If the Thebans, 1800 
years before Christ knew less in some de. 
partments of useful knowledge, than our- 
selves, thev also in others knew more.— 
One great proof of the genius of that 
splendid line of potentates, entitled the 
eighteenth Theban dynasty. and the ex- 
tent of civilization under their rule, was 
that the practical, chemical, astronomical! 
and mechanical knowledge which they 
shared with the priestly (scientific) colle~ 
ges; was in somefJrespect equal to, iw 
some respect~ greater than our own.— 

They made glass in great profusion 
(Diodorus Sicuaus) and burning glasses, 
and lenses for glasses. ‘They must have 
cut theie delicate cameos by the aid of 
microscopes. Ptolemy describes an as- 
trolobe; they calculated eclipses; they 
then said that the moon was diversified 
by sea and land (Plutarch de facie lu. 
nae) that ‘‘one lunar day was equal to 
fifteon of the earthi” that “the earth's 
diameter was a third of the moon’s;”’ and 
that “the moon’s mass was to the earth, 
aslto72-” Ali these things show gooJ 
instruments. They made gold potable, 
(inferentially, Moses did so, who was a 
scribe, brought up by the Sovereign Pon 
tifand nursed in the “wisdoms of the E- 
zyptians;”") aa lost,"’ till recently re- 
covered by a French chemist. heir 
workmanship in gold, as recorded by Ho 
mer, their golden clockwork, by whic 
thrones moved, must be exquisitely inge- 
nious. They possessed the art of tem 
pering copper tools so as to cut the hard- 
est granite with the most minute and brii- 
liant percision- ‘This art we have lost. 
We see the sculptors in the act of cutting 
the inscriptions on the granite obclisks 
aod tablets We see a pictorial copy of 
the chisels and tools with which the ope- 
ration was performed. We see the tools 
themselves- There are sculpior’s chiscls 
at the museum, the cutting end of which 
preserves its edge unimpuired, while the 
blunt extremity is flattened by the biows 
of the mallet. But our tools would not 
cut such stone, with the percision of out- 
line which the inscriptions retain to the 
present day- Again, what mechanical 
means had they to raise and fix the enor. 
mous imposts at the lintels of their tem. 
ples at Karnac® Architects now confess 
that they could not raise them by the 
isual mechanical power. Those means 
nust, therefore, be put to the account of 
the ‘-lost arts.” ‘Thatthey have been fa- 
niliar with the priaciples of Artesian 
wells has been lately proved by the cngi 
neering investigations carried on while 

oring for water in the Great Ousis. — 
Chat they were ecquiinted with the prio- 
ciples of the railroad is obvious, that is to 


siy. they had artificial causeways, lerct, 
lirect, and grooved, (the grooves being

derived through Soloman de Caus, the 
predecessor of Worcester, from the in- 
vention of [lero, the Egyptixn engine=r.

If individuals, or even our society as @ body, 
hed transgressed the laws, the law was Spen, 
and they could have punished. the offenders 
accordifig to law, as easy as fo have fell to 
butcherimg indiscriminately, men, women, and 
children. Here let your memorislist ask your 
honorable body, te ever remember, that¥t 
not the law our enemies gought to magnify and 
enforce; for no law had been broken, but they 
proceeded in open vicistion of, not only the 
‘aw of the land, bat tha: of navore too. 

Hear again the oontents of their unlowful 
preamble. Intending as wo do, to rid _our- 
selves of the Mormons, peaceably if we can, 
forcibly if we must; or this isthe import of 
their fiendish preamble, by the strength of 
which our people were ettecked indiscrimi- 
nately, their houses rifled, their farate desola- 
red and crops destroyed; men were tied up and 
whipped’ enti! some died in their hands, others 
to prevent their bowels from gushing out, tied 
handkerchiefs round their bodice, others were 
vhot down, their wives and their children driv- 
en from their habitations! houses would be ce! 
on fire and consumed, leaving hundreds of wo- 
men and children nearly naked, in the dead 
of winter to wander barefooted in the dark 
hours of the night upon the open fields and prai- 
ries, without bny bed but the earth, or cover- 
ing but the heavens. Aod why all this abuse’ 
answir, from the very fact that we had bro- 
ken no law by which they could get the slight 
rat pretext to rid thomeselves of us peaceably by 
law. Therefere they betook themselves to 
spreading falsehoods and slander, by which 
they roused others (o assist them to accomplish 
their murderous designe, 

Similar outrages were égnin inflicted upon us 
in Clay county as was in Jackson county, and 
the people were sgein driven and weut inte 
Caldwell and Davis counties where lands were 
again purchasea by us of General Govern- 
ment. After remaining about two ycare in 
Caldwell and Davis counties, and having by 
dint ef labor raised large crops of grain and 
other produce, which were ready for harvest, 
we were followed by the same relentless spirit, 
and by the hands of the same persecutors, who 
were emong the first to form a company of ma- 
reuders in Jackron county. The same unhal- 
lowed principles were put in operation as was 
firet started in Jeckeson county: and for the 
purpose of creating a shadow of a pretext t« 
justify themselves in the eyes of the public, 
they even wiht so far os te set fire to their own 
buildings, and then reported that the Mormods 
had done; by which means we were driven in- 
to exile in a strange land, though one (to ite 
honor be it remembered,) where ws found « 
friendly home. During the whole progress of 
thoee scenes of cruelty, ourentreatics and pe- 
titions were continually meade to the authori- 
ties of Missouri, for protection and redress. In 
the name of American citizens, we sppea'ed to 
their patrictiom, their justice, their humanity 
and to their sacred honor; butthey were deaf 
to our cries and heeded not our petitions. Al! 
attempts at protection or redress were unheeded 
and fruitless. And furthermore, your memo- 
rialists has to tell your honorable body that 
since we have resided in the State of Illinois, 
the same foul means bas been resorted to by 
the State of Missouri, es was precticed in 
Jackson and Caldwell counties. In order to 
prevent their base and unjust proceedings com- 
ing to light befure an injured public, they are 
wrongfully accusing our citizens, and kidnap- 
ping others and dragging them into Missouri, 
and there, after whipping and insulting them, 
have cast them into prison end left them to 
get they could. All this without even 
the form of awial. Three several warrants 
have been sent by the G°verner of Missouri, to 
the governor of Illinois, demanding whe body 
of Joseph Smith, a'l of which has been act aside 
by the legal authorities of Plinois. These 
warrants were based upon the pretext (‘hough 
false.) that Joseph Smith was accessary to the 
shooting of L. W. Bogge. Would it not be 
well for Misrouri tu strike at the root of the 
matter, and first deal out justice to some of the 
murderers of the saints. Here I have to tel! 
your honororable body that the before mention- 
ed Bogard, o M: thedist preacher, who was one 
of the leading men in the mob, has since mur- 
oered one of their own clan, and to escape the 
hand of justice has fled to Texas. Therefore. 
it would noi be unreasonable to suppose that 
governor Boggs was shot by one of the same 
class of fiendish vilains, who yet remain in 
their midst. 

The United States are now reaping the bene- 
fits of the money paid intober treasury by us, 
for those lunds which we have been so unjust- 


from us by the state of Missouri; from whose 
hands we have received no remuneration and 
from whom we cen obtain no redress. These 
aro the wrongs of which your memotialist com- 
plains; wronge which are in open vio'ation to 
the laws of the whole civilized world. The 
United States are bound by the constitution to 
give to each state a republican form of govern- 
ment, and to suppress insurrection and rebel- 
Are not these outrages here portraved before 
you, insurrection and rebellion? Let your hon- 
orable body give the onswer. Where is that 
nation to be found, ev stupid to her welfare, so 
blind to her interest, as to suffer her laws thus 
to be tampled upon, without making a manly 
attempt to wipe the bloody stain from her es 
eutchcon? If sucha nationis now to be found 
ia existence, she no longer deserves to have her 
recorded among the nations of the°eaith, 
lest her unborn sons be made to blush at the 
history of her crimes. Let me further invite 
the attention of your honorable body to the 
disgraceful fact, that the very charecters who 
committed all the above described outrages, 
were upheld and paid off by the executive of

Is it a re- 
publican form of government where such « 
blood-chilling tragedy as this, ie acted in the 
face and eyes of all the authorities of this na- 
tion, and no redress to be had? Let your hon- 
orable body give the anewer. Is it a fact tha: 
in this boasted land of liberty, that a man’s 
crimes, either pretended or zeal, are sufficient 
'o subject hig bosom companion to insult, his 
daughters to rape, himee!f and family to starva- 
tion and exile? Let it be answered by every 

virtoous man and women in letters of gold, 
big with meaning, No! Yet all these outrages 
bave boen commited upon us without there 
being the firet crime proved against us; and yet 
after repeated application to the authorities of 
Missouri, forredress, we can obtain none.— 
Then toray the least, had she not ought to be 
made to feel the chastening hend of « parent 
nation, and as far as in her power, be made to 
restore to ur, not only our rights and property, 
but damages for al! the injury she has done us. 
This is our claim, and & just one too. 

To whom ther shall your memorialist look 
for redress of wrongs committed upon himeel: 
and his brethren in tribulation? And where 
can helook for human assistance with more 
coniidence then to the people of his native 
state? Nowhere! Then to your honorable bo- 
dy L appeal in the name of an Americen citi- 
zen, and in behalf of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Sainte, for redress of our wrongs; 
and through you to the general government.— 
To you he has told his wrongeand that of his 
brethren, aud in confidence be looks to the 
patriots of Meesachusetts, the state of his ma- 
tivity, ond the land of the sepulchres of hisan- 
certors. On yonder Green Movuotain, in the 
town of Plainfield, lies the ashes of my father, 
who labored and fought to gain the liberties you 
now enjoy; he filled a place in the ranks of 
the army at the criticol hour of the taking of 
Burgoyne; und shall his spirit be wounded at 
beholding the sons of Columbia in exile, and 
the banner of liberty stamped in tho dust, and 
nothing done by the patriots of Massachusetts 
in behalf of suffering innocence?
